The report read and adopted is as follows, viz. 

“Your committee, to whom the above order was referred, beg leave 
to report: That they have carefully considered the substdncs of the 
report, and in conjunction with the County Surveyor; examined the 
County Buildings. They find the ceilings of the court room and ante- 
rooms are sustaining damage by leakage in the slating of the roof and 
eaves-troughs ; the slating appears to be in a bad condition, owing to’ 
the imperfect manner in which it was laid; they would recommend 
that the eaves-troughs be repaired at the joints with a strip of canvas, 
white lead cement, and fire-proof paint, and that the slating be repair- 
ed as soon as possible. They fear the slating will require to be re- 
laid and fastened with copper or zine nails, to be effectual. They 
consider neither zine or tin to be of sufficient strength to resist the 
action of ice in the eaves-troughs ; and as a substitute they would re- 
commend light cast-iron troughs at some future time. The ceiling 
requires repairing with plaster in some of the ante-rooms. The chim- 
neys, being large, require a covering on the top, to prevent the accu- 
mulation of water and snow from. injuring the walls. 

The walls of the gaol yard have receeded inwards twelve inches. in 
the centre between the corners ; they would recommend that abut- 
ments be placed’ inside, of sufficient strength to stay the same, and. 
that the joints of the capping of the walls be covered with zinc, and* 
the whole painted with waterproof paint ; also the pe of the brick 
to be pointed where required. 

- Your committee would recommend that a set aa be placed in the 
east side of the gaol kitchen, to give Hght and ventilation ; also 
a verandah over the doorway ‘and window ‘of the, kitchen on the’ west 
side, and the privy to be removed from its present site to the yard set 
apart for female prisoners, which can be accomplished by prison 
labor. , 

They would further recommend that the County Surveyor be  in- 
structed to attend to the repairs necessary on the buildings on. the 
Industrial Farm.

Your Committee are sorry to find no‘regular religious instruction 
is provided for the inmates, and that no ministers have visited the 
institution, with the exception of two, who have been there occasion- 
ally. After carefully considering the subj ect, your committee are of 
the opinion that it would be unreasonable to expect ministers to pay 
regular visits at that distance from the Town without some pecuniary 
allowance : they would therefore suggest that a small sum, say $25 
or $30 annually, be placed: in the hands of Mr. Wallis;. the Overseer, 
with instructions to pay to either of the two clergymen who have 
been in the habit of visiting the institution, viz., the Rev. Mr. Harris, 
_ and the Rev. Mr. Wilkinson, the sum of fifty cents on each of their 
weekly visits, as a small reuiuneration for horse hire, &e.

WHEREAS it is expedient and necessary to divert a, certain road, 
from the original road allowance, to cross Milford Creek at Powless’: 
Mills, the same to be of the width of forty feet when not covered 
with water ; abutting on broken Lot number 22, in the, Township of: 
Townsend ; ’to establish the same according to the plan and survey of 
O. Robinson, Esq., P. L. 8. of the County of Brant, and to confer. 
power to the owner or owners of the said mill property to construct 
and repair the mill-dam, flumes, and bridges of the'said mill property. 

I.—Ba it therefore enacted by the Council of the Corporation of 
the County of Norfolk in Council assembled : That a road is hereby. 
established, passing through block D, part of broken Lot number 22, 
in the 2nd ‘Concession of the Township of 'Fownsend; also. a part of 
the Indian reserve, as offered by John Barber, Esqr., the present 
owner of the said property, embracing a distance of eight chains and 
twenty-five links from point A to point B, as shown in the said sur-. 
vey. Commencing at the easternmost angle of the said block D, 
thence south sixty-seven degrees ten minutes west, three chains, more 
or less, to the easterly end of the mill-dam ; thence westward along ~ 
the hai mill-dam five chains more or less, to the west end thereof ; 
thence north thirty degrees twenty minutes west, one chain fifty links, 
more or less, to the Indian line ; the said road to be forty feet wide, 
when not covered with water, and where it lies along the top of said 
mill-dam the width is not to be less than sixteen feet, although such

width of track might require a greater width than forty feet for the 
base of the embankment for the said dam. 


IJ.—And be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid: That 
the owner or owners of the said mill property are hereby empowered 
to build a mill-dam, flumes, and bridges on the above described road, 
and at all times to be at liberty to repair and keep up the said dam, 
flumes, and bridges ; provided always, that no unnecessary delay or 
damage be sustained by the travelling public.

To provide ways and means for the Public Service of this County for 
the year 1870. 








Passed 23rd day of June, A.D. 1870. 


WHEREAS it is expedient and necessary to proyide ways and 
means to defray the expenses of the public service of this County for 
the year 1870 ; and whereas it appears by estimate that the sums re- 
quired are, for. general purposes Thirteen: thousand Dollars; for edu- 
cational purposes Three thousand two hundred and thirty-six Dollars ; 
and levied under By-Law No. I11, One thousand three hundred 
Dollars ; making in the aggregate the. sum of Seyenteen thousand five 
hundr ed and thirty-six Dollars. | 


I.—Be it therefore enacted by the Municipal Council of the Cor- 
poration of the County of Norfolk in Council assembled: That the 
sum of Seventeen thousand five hundred and thirty-six Dollars shall 
be levied and collected in and from the minor municipalities of this 
County, on or before the 14th day of December next, in the propor- 
tions following, that is to say : 


The Township of Charlotteville: For general oie the sum of 
Seventeen hundred and eighty-five dollars ; for educational purposes 
the sum of four hundred and twenty-five dollars ; under By-Law No. 
111 the sum of One hundred and geventy-eigh dollars and fifty cents. 


Township of Houghton: for general purposes the sum of Seven 
hundred and twenty-six dollars ; for educatirnal purposes the sum of 
Two hundred and sixty-three dollars ; under By-Law No. ee the 
sum of Seventy-two dollars and sixty cents. 


Township of Middleton: for general purposes the sum of. Nine 
hundred and eight dollars ; for educational purposes the sum of Three 
‘hundred and seventy-eight dollars ; under By-Law No, 111 the sum 
of ninety dollaas and eighty cents. 


Town of Simeoe; for general purposes the sum of Seven hundred 
and sixty-three dollars ; under By-Law No. 111 uhe sum of PaYeREY- 
six dollars and thirty cents. 


Township of Townsend: for general purposes the’ sum of Two 
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thousand nine hundred and six dollars ; for educational purposes the 
sum of six hundred and sixty-six dollars; under By-Law No. lll 
the sum of Two hundred and ninety dollars and sixty cenis. 

Township of Windham: for general purposes the sum of One 
thousand eight hundred and seventy-four dollars ; for educational pur- 
poses the sum of Five hundred and two dollars, and for separate 
school Twenty-seven dollars ; under By-Law No. ‘111 the sum of One 
hundred and eighty-seven. dollars and fifty cents. 

Township of Woodhouse: for general purposes the sum of Two 
thousand one hundred and three dollars ; for educational purposes the 
sum of Four hundred and twenty-eight dollars; under By-Law No. 
111 the sum of Two hundred and ten dollars and thirty cents. 

Township of Walsingham : for general purposes the sum of One 
thousand nine hundred and thirty-seven dollars ; for educational pur- 
poses the sum’of Five hundred and forty-seven dollars; under By- 
Law No. 111 One hundred and ninety-three dollars and seventy cents. 


IJ.—And be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid: That 
the several sums mentioned in the preceeding section shall be levied, 
raised, and collected by each minor municipality, as therein set forth, 
for general, educational, and special purposes for the current year, 
and paid into the office of the County Treasurer on or before the 14th 
day of December, A.D. 1870.
